One of the most remarkable relig- 
ious demonstrations e'. er witnessed 
in Newark w»s that at the L> on tab- 
ernacle at Sixth_ and Main streets, 
last night, when 200 persons, manr 
of them with tears streaming down 
their faces from their deep convic- 
tion, walked down the sawdust trail 
and pledged that their lives should 
hereafter be more nearly of a Chris- 
tian nature. - The event was the real 
opening of the Lyon campaign. For 
over a week the evangelist and his 
party have labored 
earnestly 
to 
bring the church members of the 
city to realize" that their lives had 
not been in accordance with the will 
of 
their God. Their 
Insufficiency 
has been shown in sermon and song, 
and the fidelity of the evangelist's 
petition for "better living", met its 
logical response in the sermon of 
last night. "Roll away the stones 
that separate you 
from God"' was 


the general theme of Dr. Lyon's ad- 
dress, and the professing Christians 
of Xewark. many of them members 
of the besb families in the city, did 
not hesitate in taking their stand 
for the church. What Is to be the 
result? 
Simply this—if the people 


who call themselves Christians 
knowledge that they have been

linqnent. is It not to be expected 
that thousands who have remained 
-out of the church because of Incon- 
sistencies in the church will- heed 
the call to salvation that Dr. Lyon 
offers. Xewark is entering on a 
era. of religious activity, and there is 
no doubt, in the light of the ren>ark- 
able conversion last nlgbt. that the 
next five weeks will result in hund- 
reds being brought to the pronar 
view of life. The demonstration was 
simply astonishing and far exceeded 
any results secured in similar cam- 
paigns in any part of the country, 
by Torrey, Billy Sunday, Oliver or 
even Chapman and Alexander.

SULZER NOMINATED BY 


NEW YORK DEMOCRATS 


AFTER D1X WITHDRAWS 


Syracuse, X. Y., Oct. 3.—-William 


Snlzer, representative 
In Congress 


from Xew York City, was nominated 
for governor early this morning by 
the Democratic state convention. 
It was the seventh time he had been 
a candidate for this nomination. 
Su!/er was formally declared thej 


choice of the party 
on the fourth 
ballot, after the name of Governor 
Dix had been withdrawn. 
As the various counties began to 
turn their Totes over to Congress- 
man Sulzer on 
the 
fourth ballot, 
Judge Kellog of Washington county 
asked unanimous consent to with- 
draw the name of Governor Bix and 
to move that Mr. Sulzer be unani- 
mously nominated. 
The action was 
seconded, 
but 


Chairman Alton B. Parker said that 
it w»* necessary to complete the roll 


When this formality ended the chair 
announced that Congressman Sul- 
zer had been named for governor, 
having received all the votes of the 
convention except three votes. Mar- 
tin H. Glynn was then nominated for 
lieutenant governor. 


The platform ratifies the Demo- 
cratic national platform, pledges its 
support to Wilson and Marshall and 
condemns what it styles as the "mo- 
nopolisitic tarif evils'' of the Repub- 
lican party.

The platform pledges the legisla- 
ture to provide for a constitutional 
convention to pass on the initiative,

J. PKRPONT MORGAN TESTIFIES 


TBAT BE GAVE SMAU FORTUNE 


TO TBE ROOSEVEIT CAMPAIGN 


Terre Haute, Ind., Oct. 3. — The 


plain, unvarnished ia!e of the fight 
to enforce the pure food law was told 
here last night 
when Dr. Harvey 


W. Wiley, former chief of the federal 
bureau of chemistry and government 
pure food expert, made his debut 
as a Democratic campaign speaker. 
His speech was devoted largely to 
an attack upon Colonel Roosevelt, 
who, he ^said, was 
falsely claiming 
credit for the passage of the 
pure 


food and drug act. 


He announced he 
would support 
Wilson -and Marshall 


'-Read the high-sounding morali- 
ties of the Progressive 
platform." 
said the doctor, "and compare them 
with the actual- performances of its 
master .builder. They don't seem 
consistent. 
''I cannot conceive of any more 


wicked and law-breaking 
perform- 


ance. A beneficent law—passed in 
good faith by congress—was merci- 
lessly eviscerated and the disembow- 
eled corpse was turned over to the 
secretary of agriculture 
for dissec- 
tion. 


"The secretary- of -agriculture, in- 
spired 6V his trusties- in crime- Solic- 
itor McCabe and Associate Dunlap. 
attacked the f»rcass with the avidity 
of fasting buzzards, and soon only 
tne whitening bones of the 
pure 


food law remained as mute witnesses 
of its existence." 


Declaring that he' had remained 
loyal to the Republican party 
for 


many years, in spite of his conviction 
that it was "yearly becoming a wor- 
shiper at the shrine of the dollar and 
less mindful of honesty in business 
and the public health and welfare," 
Dr. Wiley said: 


"I now believe that the Republican- 
party." as at present constituted, is 
so completely subjugated by the dol- 
lar, so permeated by the canker of 
big business as Its only god, that on- 
ly disastrous defeat can ever restore 
it to health. 


"In my own case the chief- cause 


of breaking away from my lifelong 
affiliations is directly due to-the at- 
titude o-f two Republican administra- 
tions, viz.. those of Roosevelt and 
Taft. to the food and drugs act.

from decay and coloring them with

It's perfectly wonderful to be an. 
aviatrice—the most delightful sensa- 
tion imaginable—and I'm 
awfullv 


lad to say that the happiest day in 
my life was spent as the special rep- 
resentative of the Newark Advocate. 


You see. I always have been inter- 
ested in aviation, ever since I was a 
ittle girl in the south end of Xew- 
irk. I remember once I tried to get 
:o the top of a cherry tree in 
our 


front yard to get some especially 
nice looking cherries. I reached the 
top and got'down safely—thai is, 
about half way. Then I started, to 
volplane and made a very undigni- 
fied descent. - 


The upper elevations around Xew- 
k have always held a peculiar, 
charm for me. In fact, I have spent 
a great deal of my visit here 
in 
climbing the hills, 
especially old 


Chestnut Hill, sq I have another 
claim to recognition as an eTperi- 
tnced climber. 


And then there 
was the rather 
amusing flight I made when 
here 


some eight years ago. That was be- 
ore the time of aeroplanes that car- 
ried passengers, put 1*11 venture that 
no biplane ever made by the Wright 
Brothers made better speed and bit 
as many of the "high spots" in the 
itmosphere as I did on that occasion. 
It was all caused by my getting on 
a big empty-looking farm out near 
"ihestnut Hill and trying to change 
t into a nerfectly respectable croquet 
court. The man that owned the land 
was a farmer named Murphy and he 
rery unkindly turned a lot of cows 
nto the lot while I was playing 
there. 
Can yon imagine the rest? 
Altitude flying, a few dips and hur- 
dles, and I -was outside the field, 
with the cows still on the other side 
of the fence marveling at my lack of 
social Instinet. 


But my real night was so different 
.bat it is going to be hard to put my 
ippreeiation of it into mere words, 
t has to be experienced to be really 
cnown, but I will try to give a 
glimpse of the joys of soaring sever- 
al hundred feet above one's fellow- 
man—or fellow-woman. 


It is hard to believe that so frail- 


ooking a machine as Mr. Freeman's 
biplane could carry its burden of en- 
gine and passengers so easily. It was 
is easy as sitting in a rocking chair. 
: thought surely I would have 
to 


hold onto something, but Mr. Free- 
man cautioned me very carefully 
about 
this before we left 
the 
ground. 


"Don't touch that wire up there. 


iCeep away from that lead wire to 
rour left. For heaven's sake, don't 
:onch that bandle, or you'll stop the 
motor," was only a part of his run- 
ning fire of instructions that I re- 
member. So I jast sat still, with my 
'hands in iny lap. kept smiling and 
waited for the machine to start. 
Let me caution any woman 
of 


Newark that before sne tries aviation 
as a sport, she had better

In the Cabin Creek West Virginia coal mine strike district there are 
hundreds of miners* families like these living: in tents, having been thrown 
out of the company owned houses. This family baa hoisted an American 
flay over Its miserable shelter from the cold. The children, like all the 
others there, •carcely Have clothing to cove* their bodies. The cold nights 
are already causing them to cry with pain, and they will Buffer a terrible 
tBr_tuaeM_ttio strike la wtUed.

— The 
plain, unvarnished tale of the light 
to enforce the pure food law was told 
here last night 
when Dr. Harvey 


W. Wiley, former chief of the federal 
bureau of chemistrj and government 
pure food expert, made his debut 
as a Demoerat'c campaign speaker. 
His speech was devoted largely to 


an^ attack'u oon Colonel Roosevelt, 
v. ho, he ^said. was falsely claiming 
credit for the passage of the pure 
food and drug act. 


He announced he 
would support 
Wilson and Marshall 


"Read the high-scunding morali- 
ties of the Progressive 
platform," 
said the doctor, "and compare them 
with the actual performances of its 
master .builder. They don't seem 
consistent. 


"I cannot conceive of any more 
wicked and law-breaking perform- 
ance. A beneficent law—passed in 
good faith by congress—was merci- 
lessly eviscerated and the disembow- 
eled corpse was turned over to ttie 
secretary of agriculture for dissec- 
tion. 


"The secretary of -agriculture, in- 
spired by Tils trusties'ln crime- Solic- 
itor ilcCabe and Associate Dunlap. 
attacked the fircass with the avidity 
of fasting buzzards, and soon only 
the whitening bones of the 
pure 


food law remained as mute witnesses 
of its existence." 


Declaring that he had remained 


loyal to the Republican party for 
many years, in spite of his conviction 
that it was "yearly becoming a wor- 
shiper at the shrine of the dollar and 
less mindful of honesty in business 
and the public health and welfare," 
Dr. "Wiley said: 


"I now believe that the Republican, 
party.'* as at present constituted, is 
eo completely subjugated bv the dol- 
lar, so permeated by the canker of 
big business as its only god, that on- 
ly disastrous defeat can ever restore 
it to health.

It's perfectly wonderful to be an, 


aviatrice—the most delightful sensa- 
aon imaginable—and I'm 
awfully 


;lad to say that the happiest da-.- in 
my life was spent as the special rep- 
resentative of the Newark Advocate. 
You see, I always have oeen inter- 
isted in aviation, ever since I was a 
ittle girl in the south end of Xew- 
ark. I remember once I tried to get 
*o the top of a cherry tree in 
our 
rent yard to get some especially 
lice looking cherries. I reached,the 
op -and got'down safely—that 
is 
about half'way. Then I started to 
volplane and made a very undigni- 
fied descent. 


.The upper elevations around Xew- 
ark have always held a peculiar 
charm for me. In fact, I have spent 
a great deal of my visit here 
in 
slimbing the hills, 
especially 
old 
Chestnut Hill, so I have 
another 
experi- 
rather 


claim to recognition as an 
snced climber. 


And then there was the 
amusing flight I made when 
here 
some eight years ago. That was be- 
"ore the time of aeroplanes that car- 
ried passengers, but I'll venture that 
no biplane ever made by the Wright 
Brothers made better speed and hit 
as many of the "high spots" in the 
itmosphere as I did on that occasion. 
t was all caused by my getting on 
a big empty-looking farm out near 
hestnut Hill and trying to change 
t into a perfectly respectable croquet 
court. The man that owned the land 
was a farmer named Murphy and he 
err unkindly turned a lot of cows 
nto the lot while I "was playing 
here. Can you imagine the rest? 
Altitude flying, a few dips and hur- 
dles, and I -was outside the

Tou are so enmeshed in a net- 
work of wires that it would be al- 
most impossible to get out of the ma- 
chine if anything did happen I pon- 
dered over this quite frequently d«r- 
ing the night and finally decided 
that it would be more dignified to 
sit still in the machine than to be 
dragged along through the clouds at 
the end of a broken wire. I also 
came to the conclusion that, if the 
emergency demanded. I could have 
grasped the aviator and held tight

Of Xonpartisan Judiciary Law Up- 


Held by the Ohio Supreme 


Court. 
i 


Columbus. Oct. 3.—Ohio's non- 


partisan jndiciary law was held ralid 
and constitutional by the supreme 
•court today- The decision -was ^iven 
in the case of Mori-is 3. AVeinberger, 
a Cleveland taxpayer, who asketTfcr 
an injunction to prevent the Cnya^ 
hoga county election board printing 
the names of judicial candidates on 
the separate ballots, and the case of 
Errsine J). Fritch of Akron, to com- 
pel the elction board of Summit 
county to print his name on a party 
ticket as its candidate for jutlse- The 
conrt held against both contestants. 
The nonpattisan judiciary law pro- 
vides for the election of all judicial 
candidates, from justice of the su- 
preme court to justice of the peace, 
in a strictly non-partisan manner, by 
placing their names on an independ- 
ent ballot, without party designation. 
The opposition contended that 
the 


law deprives the elector of his con- 
stitutional right by taking away his 
means of knowimr the political prin- 
ciples of the candidates.
